There is abundant fuel 


for light in the records of the treas- 
ury with regard to profits of every 
sort. 
The profiteering that cannot 


be got at by the 
restraints of con- 


science and love of country can be 
got at by taxation. 
There is such 


profiteering now and the informa- 
tion with regard to it is available and 
indisputable. 


I am advising you to act upon this 


matter of taxation now, gentlemen, 
not because I do not know that you 
can see and interpret the facts and 
the duty thev impose just as well 
and with as clear a perception of the 
obligations involved as I can. but be- 
cause is a certain solemn satisfac- 
tion in sharing with you the respon- 
sibilities of such a time.

ready and willing to bear any bur- 
den and undergo any sacrifice that 
it may be necessary for them to bear 
in order to win it. We need not be 
afraid to tax them, if we lay taxes 
justly.

den is justly distributed and the sac- 
rifice made a common sacrifice, from 
which none escapes who can bear it 
at all. they will carry it cheerfully 
and with a sort of solemn pride.

cept the additional burden

same spirit of self sacrifice in which 
they have accepted other inconveni- 
ences and burdens and the grievous 
personal losses which are parts of the 
price that the nation is patriotically 
paying for the world liberty."

Mr. McAdoo called attention 
to 


the fact that "there is no way in 
which the present increases will in- 
sure to private profit." 


"If they turn out more than are 


needed to meet the grave public ex- 
igency," he added, "they will prompt- 
ly be readjusted so as to prevent any 
unnecessary burden upon the public 
but pending such readjustment the 
excess, if any, will be for the benefit 
of the people of the United States as 
a whole and not for the benefit of 
the private railroad owners of any of 
them.
